DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to the amendments of 9/25/2007. It is noted that 
claims 1 has been amended, claims 2 and 4 have been canceled, and claim 9 has been 
added. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 9/25/2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

3. In response to Applicant's argument that the finality of the Office Action mailed 
6/25/2007 was premature: Examiner maintains that the finality of the rejection is indeed 
appropriate. Claim 2 was not rejected over any prior art in the non-final Office Action; 
however, the drawings were objected to and claims 2-4 were rejected under 1 12 1 st 
paragraph because the drawings did not enable the gate portion. The drawings were 
then amended in the amendment filed 4/18/2007. Thus, the amendment enabled the 
gate portion, allowed claims 2-4 to be rejected, and the Action to be made final. In 
reference to claim 3, it was amended; therefore it could be rejected with finality as well.
